Repeatedly he has asked, the girl's 
mother for the daughter’s hand in mar- 
riage, but Mrs. Desilva's answer always 
has been the same—that Sara was too 
young. The mother forbade her daugh- 
ter’s seeing Leverett except wnen others 
were present, and Sara obyed her 
mother.

Court Admits Negroes’ Letters.

They were written 
to Mary Eliza Hayes, a married sister 
of Lena Robinson's. The first of: these, 
dated Sept. 6, 1905, read: 

“I have just left Lena in Kansas City. 
I wrote you a letter the other day and

“I have written to Capt. J. C. Walace 
about it, giving him money and power 
to act for me. He tis'an honest and kind 
und just man--and wise.

“JOHN DORRANCE.” 
Called Her “My Lena.” 

Mrs. Dorrance explained that “the 
Stewart land” was w small ¥arm aajoin- 
ing the Dorrance farm four miles north- 
west of Keytesville, Mo. Another letter, 
written on the stationery of the Midland 
Hotel at Kansas City; addressed to 
“Mary Eliza Hayes, Colored, Care Ural 
Hayes’’—her husband—read: 

“Sister Sayes—I wish you would get 
someone to stay with my Lena. I can’t 


be there all the time—I must make a 
living for her. She is always thinking 
and planning to lp you. You ought to 
help her. There are plenty of poor old 
men and women in and out of the Poor- 
house who would be glad to stay with 
her. 

“IT want to look at the Indian lands 
and I hear they are very rich and cheap. 
I will help you to get a home if you will 
only help me to take care of my Lena. 
Be YS 

A note to Ural Hayes, husband of 
Lena Robinson's sister, was identified 
by Mrs. Dorrance os being in her hus- 
band’s handwriting, and she said it 
was written just after she discovered 
the relation between her husband and 
the negress. It {fs signed, “J. D.,” 
and reads: 

“Hayes: We are all in trouble. If 
you don’t ‘think so you ought to see 
Mrs. Dorrance after she read sister’s 
letters. You go to the mill until I 
can do better—I can’t go away. I 
have to stay here to keep Mrs. Dor- 
rance from going up there. She has 
got letters from someone in Bruns- 
wick every day. I sent to Henry and 
F. to stop it If he could.” 

Joseph Wheeless, attorney for Mrs. 
Dorrance, offered in evidence some let- 
ters purporting to be from the negress 
to Dorrance, but objection was offered, 
and Judge Rodgers gave the iawyers 
time to look up authorities on the ques- 
tion as to whether the fact that the Jet- 
ters were found in Dorrance’s pockets 
could make them admissible as. evi- 
dence. 

Found Decree in Suit Case. 

After Dorrance’s petition for divorce 
from his wife, charging that she ejected 
him to indignities and left him, and the 
decree of divorce were introduced in 
evidence at the beginning of the trial, 
a transcript of his testimony in 
diverce suit Was admitted. The 
charge is based on this. 

Mrs. Dorrance said she had no offi- 
cial notification of the suit nor decree 
until she found some of her husband's 
clothes and a suit case, containing let- 
ters and the decree, in the Brown Hotel. 
in Keytesville, in a room whic. he had 
left a short time before. On Dorrance’s 
affidavit that he did not know where

Suspension of Chelsea, Mich., 
Savings May Affect Other 
Institutions. 





By Long Distance Telephone to the 
Post-Dispatch, 

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 3.—The Chelsea 
Savings Bank at Chelsea closed today 
to avert a threatened run, and holding 
$650,000 of the ‘State's funds, is one of a 
chain of seven Michigan banks connect- 
ed with the ee enterprises 
of State Treasurer Krank P. Glazier. 
More than $4,000,000 of State funds have 
been placed by Glazier in these banks. 
It is probable that at least four of the 
other banks, scattered through Michigan 
towns, will be ordered closed within the 
next 24 hours, in the attempt to save 
the State from a threatened loss run- 
ning into the millions. 

Glazier, a millionaire manufacturer 
and banker, who is serving his second 
term as State Treasurer, is ill at his 
home in Chelsea, a small m: .nufacturihg 
town near Ann Arbor. It was reported 
today that a special grand jury would 
be summoned this week at Lansing to 
consider the charge that banks in which 
is interested have received three or 
four times the amount of State funds 
to which they entitled, under the 
btate’s banking law, by their capitaliza- 
tion. 

The investigation, it is stated, wiil also 
include the failure of Banking Commis- 
sioner. Zimmerman to do more than 
notify Glazier of the illégality of his 
acts. It was stated here today that 
Zimmerman, who has been aware for 
mouths of Glazier’s method of handling 
State money, did not inform Goy. War- 
ner and Attorney-General Bird of the 
state of affairs until vesterday. 

Glazier is a leader in the State Repub- 
lican organization, and is prominent in 
the councils: of the Methodist Church. 
He has been a trustee of several church 
institutions, and two months ago do- 
nated a tract of land near Chelsea and 
$25,000 for the building of a home for 
superannuatecd Methodist clergymen. 

His manufacturing enterprises are in 
the hardware and furniture lines and 
several of them are the principal indus- 
tries ‘in the places where they are lo- 
cated. This is the case in Chelsea, where 
the Glazier Stove Co. factory employs a 
large portion of the town’s inhabitants. 

During the present financial difficul- 
ties Glazier has found [t impossible to 
get enough money to avert a erisis in 
his enterprises, The Chelsea manufac- 
tory and the bank’ affiliated with it 
were the first to show: signs of finan- 
cial weakness. 

Detroit panks became uneasy about 
negotiating loans to the stove company, 
and decided yesterday to petition fora 
receivership. The Governor and Attor- 
ney-General, meeting here at the sameé¢ 
time with the Barking Commissioner, 
aunnonced that the Chelsea - Savings 
Bank would not open today. 

The Chelsea Savings Bank is capital- 
-ized for only $100,000. The Banking Com- 
missioner now says that he sent written 
protests to Glazier some time ago about 
the amount of money loaned to it and 
other banks, but received no reply.. He 
sent another letter, which was also un- 
answered. 

Gov. Warner says he hopes the State 
Treasurer's bond of $150,000 and the 
bank’s bond of $200,000 wiil indemnify 
the State from loss, unless the assets 
of the bank should prove insufficient to 
pay 50 cents on the dollar. The other 
banks which are now looked On as 
shaky have similar bonds, but their 
total, it is feared, will fall far short 
of making up the State's prospective 


losses.

There may be 
henest differences of opinion as*to many 
governmental policies; but surely there 
can be no such differences as to the 
need of unflinching perseverance in the 
war against successful dishonesty. 


Former Words to Congress 
Are Recalled in Message. 


in my message to Congress on Dee. 5, 
1995, I said: 

“If the folly of 
eral well-being, then 
nocent of the folly

who are guilty of the folly. A _ panic 
hreught on by the speculative folly of 
part of the business community would 
iurt the whole business community: but 
such stoppage of welfare, theuel. it 
might be severe, would not be ‘asting. 
In the long run, the one vital factor in 
the permanent prospertty of the country 
is the high individual character of the 
eiverage American worker, the average 
American citizen, no matter whether 
his work be mental or manual, whether 
he be farmer or Wage-worka, business 
man or professional] man. 

“In our industrial and 
the interests of all men are so clesely 
intertwined that in the immense ma- 
jority of cases a straight-dealing man, 
whe by his ‘efficiency, by his ingenuity 
and industry, benefits himself, must 
also benefit others. Normally, the man 
of great productive capacity who be- 
comes rich by guiding the labor of 
many other men does so by enabling 
them to produce more than they could 
rroduce without his guidance: and both 
he and they share in the benefit, which 
comes «lso to the public at large. The 
superficial fact that .tie sharing jnay 
be unequal must never blind us to the 
underlying fact that there is this shar- 
ing, and» that the benefit comes in 
some degree to each man concerned.

Some- 
thing can he done by legislation to help 
the general prosperity, but no such help 
of a permanently beneficial character 
can be given to the less able and less 
fortunate save as the results of a pol- 
icy which shall inure to the advantage 
of all industrious and efficient people 
who aet decéntly: and this is only an- 
other way of saving that any benefit 
which comes to the less able and less 
fertunate must of necessity come even 
more to the more able and more for- 
tunate. 

“If, therefore, the less fortunate- man 
is moved by envy of his more fortunate 
brother to strike at the conditions un- 
der which they have both, though un- 
equally, prospered, the result will as- 
suredly be that while damage may come 
to the one struck at, it will visit with 
an even heavier load the one who 
strikes the blow. Taken as 2 whole, we 
must ali go up or go down together. 

“Yet, While not merely admitting, but 
insisting upon this, it is aiso true that 
where there is no governmental restraint 
or supervision some of the exceptional 
men use their energies, not in ways that 
are for the common good, but in ways 
which tell against this common good, 
The fortunes amassed through corpo- 
rate organization are now so large and 
vest such pewer in those that. wield 
them as to make it a matter of yeces- 
sity to give to the sovereign—thafis, to 
the Government, which represents the 
people as a wh.ole—some effective power 
of supervision over their corporate use. 
In erder to insure a healthy social and 
industrial life, every big corporation 
should be held responsible by, and be 
accountable to, some sovereign. strong 
cnough to control its conduct. I am 
in no sense hostile te corporations. This 
is an age of. cembination, and anv ef- 
fort to prevent all combination will be 
rot enly useless, but in the end vicious, 
because of the contempt for law which 
the failure to enforce law inevitably 
preduces. We should, moreover, recog- 
nize in eordial and ample fashion the 
immense good effected by corporate 
agencies in a country such as 
ours and the wealth of. intellect, en- 
ergy and fidelity devoted to their 
service, and therefore normally to the 
service of the public” by their officers 
and directors.

action. It is wise to conserve this vir- 
tiie and to provide for its fullest exer- 
cise, compatible with seeing that lib- 
erty does not become a liberty to wreng 
Others, — ‘ 
Unfortunately, this is the kind of lib- 
eriy that the lack of all effective regu- 
lation inevitably breeds. The founders 
of the constitution provided that the Na- 
tional Government shouldhave com- 
plete and sole control of interstate com- 
meree,. There was then practicaliy no 
interstate business save such a5 Was 
conducted by water, and this Nationa. 
Government at once proceeded to regu- 
late in thoroughgeing and effective 
fashion. Conditions have now so whol- 
ly changed that the interstate commerce 
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the amount that goes by land, and al- 
most all big concerns are now engaged 
in interstate commerce. As a-result, it 
can be but partially and imperfectly con- 
trolled or regulated by the action of any 
one of the several states, such action 
inevitably tending to be either toe dras- 
tic or else too lax, and in either case 
ineffective for purposes of justice. Only 
the National Government can, in thor- 
oughgoing fashton, exercise the needed 
control. 

‘This does not mean that there should 

be any extension of Federal aurhority, 
for such authority already exists under 
‘he Constitution in amplest and most 
far-reaching form; but it does mean 
that thére should bé an extension of 
Federal - activity. This is not advo- 
cating centralization. It is merely look- 
ing facts in thé face, and realizing that 
centralization in business has already 
come and cannot be avoided or undone, 
and that the public at large can only 
protect itself from certain evil effects 
of this business centralization by pro- 
viding better methods for the exercise 
of control through the authority already 
rceniralized in the national Government 
Constitution itself. There must 
be no halt in’ the healthy constructive 
course of action which this nation has 
elected to pursue, and has steadily pur- 
sued, during the last six vears, as shown 
both in the. legislation of the Congress 
and the administration of the taw by 
the Department of Justice. 
‘‘The mest vital need is’ in’ connec- 
tion with the railroads. As to these, in 
my judgment there should now be either 
a national incorporation act or a law 
iicensing railway companies to engage 
in interstate commerce upon certain con- 
diticna The law sheuld be so framed 
as to give to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission -power to pass upon the 
future issue of securities, while ample 
means should be provided t6 enable the 
commission, whenever in its judgment 
it is necessary, to make a physical val- 
juation of any railroad. As I stated in 
my message te the. Congress a.year 
ago, railroads shoulg be given power to 
énter into agreements, subject to these 
egreements being made public itn minute 
detail and to the consent of the Inter- 
state Commerce Conrmission Aeing first 
obtained. j

‘‘Moreover, ‘in my judgment. there 
should be additional legislation looking 
to the proper control of the great busi- 
ness concerns engaged in interstate 
business, this control to be exercised 
for their own benefit and prosperity no 
less than for the protection of inves- 
tors ana of the general public... As I 
have repeatedly said in messages to tle 
Congress and elsewhere, experience nas 
definitely shown not mere@ly the unwis- 
dom but the futility of endeavoring to 
put a stop to all business combinations. 
Modern industrial conditions are such 
that combination is not only necessary 
but inevitable. It is so in the world 
ef business just as it is so in the world 
of labor, and it is as idle to desire to 
put an end to all corporations, to all big 
combinations of capital, as to desire to 
put an_end to combinations of labor. 
“Corporation and labor union alike 
haye' come to stay. Each if properly 
managed is a source of. good and not 
evil. Whenever in either there is evil 
it ‘should be promptly held to account; 
but it shoujJd receive hearty. encourage- 
ment so long as it is prepefly managed. 
It is profoundly immoral to put or keep 
on the statuté books a law, nominally 
in the interest of public morality, that

“It is @ public evil to have on the 
statute books a law incapable of full 
enforcement, because both judges and 
juries realize that its fult enforcement 
would destroy’ the business of the ceoun- 
try; for the result is to make decent 
men violators of the law against their 
will, and to put a premium on the be- 
havior of the willful wrongdoers. Such 
a result in turn tends to throw the de- 
cent man and the willful wrongdoer into 
clove association, and in the end to drag 
down the former to the latter's level: 
for the man who becomes a lawbreaker 
in‘one Way unhappily tends to lose all 
respect Tor daw and to’ be willing to 
break it in many Ways. No more Scath- 
ing condemnation Could be visited upon 
a jaw than is contained in the words of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
when, in cemamenting upon the fact that 
the numerous joint traffte ions 
do technically violate the law they say:

“There bas been comptaint of some of 
the investigations recently -earried on, 
but those who complain should put the 
blame where it belongs—upon the mis- 
deeds which are done in darkness and 
not upon the investigations which 
brought them to.light. ‘The Administra- 
tion is responsible for turning on the 
light. but it is not responsible for what 
the light showed. 

“T ask for’ full power to be given: the 
Federal -Government, beCause ro single 
State can by legislation effectually cope 
with these powerful ¢orporitions é4n- 
gaged in interstate eommerce.. and, 
while doing them. full justice, exact 
from them in return full justice to oth- 
ers. The eonditions of railroad activity, 
the conditions of our ‘immense tnter- 
state commerce, are such as to make 
the central Government alone compe- 
tent to exercise full supervision and 
control. ‘ 

“The grave abuses in Wdividua! cases 
of railroad management in™ the past 
represent wrongs’ fiot merely to the 
general public, but; above all, wrongs 
to fair-dealing aad honest corporations 
and men of wealth, because they excite 
a popular anger sand distrust which 
from the very nature of the case tends 
to include in the sweep of its resent- 
nent good and bad alike. From the 
standpoint of the public I cannot too 
earnestly say that dag soon as the nat- 
ural ard proper resentment aroused by 
these abuses becomes indiscriminate and 
unthinking, it also becomes not merely’ 
unwise and unfair, but calculated to dé- 
feat the very_ends which these feeling 
it have in view. 

“There haS been plenty of dishcenest 
work by corporations in the past. There 
will not be the ‘slightest ltet-up mh the 
effort to hunt down and punish every 
dishonest man. But the bulk of our 
business is honestly done. In the nat- 
ural indignation the people feel over the 
dishonesty, it is all essential that they

Such a pian 
would tend to prevent the spasms © of 
high money and speculation which now 
obtain in the Néw York market; for at 
present there is too much currency at 
certain seasons of the year, and its ac- 
cumulation at New York tempts bank- 
ers to lend it at low rates for specu- 
lative purposes; whereas at other tiines 
when the crops are being moved there 
is urgent need for a large but tempo- 
rary increase in the currency supply. 

“It must never be forgotten that tiiis 
question concerns business men gen- 
erally quite as much as bankers; espe- 
cially is this true of stockmen, farm- 
ers and business men in the West; for 
at present at certain seasons of the 
year the difference in interest rates be- 
tween the East and West is from 6 to 
10 per cent, whereas in Canada the cor- 
responding difference is but 2 per cent. 
Any plan must, of course, guard the 
interests of Western and Southern 
bankers as carefully as it guards the 
interests of New York or Chicago bank- 
ers, and must be drawn from the stand- 
points of the farmer and the merchant 
no less than from the standpoints of the 
city banker and the country banker.’’ 

I again urge on the Congress the 
need of immediate attention to this 
matter. We need a greater elasticity in 
our currency; provided, of course, that 
We recognize the even greater need of 4 
safe and secure currency. There must 
alway: be the most rigid examination 
by the national authorities. Provisien 
should be made for an emergency cur- 
rency. The emergency issue should. of 
course, be made with an effective guar- 
anty, and upon conditions carefully pre- 
scribed by the Government. —~ 

Such emergency 
issue must be 
based Oo ade- 
quate securities 
approved by the 
Government, and 
must be issued 
under a heavy tax. 
This would permit currency being is- 
sued when the demand for it was ur- 
gent, while securing its retirement as 
the demand fell off. It is worth investi- 
gating to determine whether officers 
and directors of national banks should 
ever be allowed to loan to themselves. 
Trust companies should be subject to 
the same supervision as banks; legisla- 
tion to this effect should be enacted for 
the District of Columbia and the terri- 
tories. 
Yet we must also remember that even 
the wisest legislation on the subject 
can only accomplish a certain amount. 
No legislation can by any possibility 
guarantee the business community 
against the results of speculative folly 
any more than it Can guarantee an in- 
dividual against the results of extrava- 
gance. When an individual mortgages 
hig house to buy an automobile he fn- 
vites disaster; and when wealthy men, 
or men who pose as such, or are un- 
scruplously or foolishly eager to become 
such, indulge in reckless speculation— 
especially if it is accompanied by dis- 
honesty—they jeopardize not only their 
own future but the future of all their 
innocent fellow-citizens, for they expose 
the whole business community to panic 
and distress. 
The income account of the nation is in 
a msot satisfactory condition. For the 
six fiscal years ending with the Ist of 
July last the total expenditures and 
revenues of the national Government, 
exclusive of the postal revenues and ex- 
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penditures, were, in round numbers, rev- 


enues, $3,465,000,000, and expenditures, $3, 
275, 000, 000. The net excess of income 
over expenditures, including in the latter 
the fifty millions expended for the Pana- 
ma Canal, - was $190,000,000 for the _six 
years, an average of about thirty-one 
millions a year. This represents an ap- 
proximation between income and outgo 
which it-would be hard to improve. ' he 
satisfactory working of the present tar- 
iff Jaw has been chiefly responsible for 
thig excellent. showing.

In my 
judgment the wise time to deal with 
the matter is immediately after such 
election. 


Incomte and Insurarce 
Tax Laws Considered. 


When our tax laws are revised the 
question of on income tax and an in- 
heritance tax should receive the careful 
attention of our legisiators. In my 
judgment both of these taxes should be 
part of our system of Federal taxation. 
I speak diffidently about the income tax 
because one echeme for an income tax 
was declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court, while in addition it is 
a difficult tax to administer in ifs prac- 
tical workine, and great care would 
have to be exercised to see that it was 
not evaded by the very men whom it 
was most desirable to have taxed, for 
if so evaded it would, of course, be 
worse than no tax at alt: as the least 
desirable of all taxes is the tax which 
bears heavily upon the honest as com- 
pared with the dishonest man. 

Nevertheless, a graduated income tax 
of the proper type would be a desirable 
feature of Federal taxation, and it 1s 
to be hoped that one may be Gcevised 
which the Supreme Court will declare 
constitutional. The inheritance tax, 
however, is both a far better method of 
taxation, and far more important for 
the purpose of having the fortunes of 
the country bear in. proportion to their 
increase in size a correspondirg inercase 
and burden of taxation. 

The Government 
has the absolute 
right to decide as to 
the terms upon 
which a man shail 
receive a bequest or 
devise from anoth- 
er, and this point in 
the devolution of property is\ especially 
appropriate for the imposition of a tax. 


Law Must Be Entorced 
Against Rich Olfenders. 


A few yvears ago there was loud com- 
plaint that the law could not be invoked 
against wealthy offenders. There is no 
such complaint now. The course of the 
Department of Justice during tlre last 
few vears has been such as to make it 
evident that no man stands above the 
law, that no corporation so wealthy 
that it cannot be held to account. The 
Department of Justice has been as 
prompt to proceed against the wealthiest 
maletactor whose crime was one of 
greed and cunning as to proceed against 
the agitator who incites to brutal vio- 
lence. Everything that ean be -done 
under the existing law, and with the 
existing state of publie opinion, which 
so profoundly influences both the courts 
and juries, nas been done. But the laws 
themselves need strengthening In more 
than one important point; they should 
be made more definite, so that no hon- 
est man can be led unwittingly to break 
them, and so that the real wrongdoer 
‘an be readily punished. 

Moreover, there must be 
opinion back of the laws or the laws 
themselves. will be of no avail. At pres- 
ent, while the average juryman undoubt- 
edly wishes to see trusts broken up, 
and is quite ready to fine the corpora- 
tion itself, he is very reluctant to find 
the facts proven beyond a _ reasonable 
doubt when it comes to sending to Jail 
a member of the business community 
for indulging in practices which are pro- 
foundly unhealthy, but which, unfor- 
tunately, the business community has 
grown to recognize as well nigh -‘nor- 


mal. 

Both the 
ent condition of 
the law and the 
present temper of 
juries render it a 
task of extreme 
difficulty to get 
at tlhe real wrong- 
doer in any such case, especially by im- 
prisonment. Yet it is from every stand- 
point far preferable to punish the prime 
offender by imprisonment rather than 
to fine the ‘corporation, with the at- 
tendant damage to stockholders. 

The -two, great evils in the execution 
of our criminal laws today are senti- 
mentality and technicality. For the lat- 
ter the remedy must come from the 
hands of the legislatures, the courts. and: 
the lawyers. The other must depend for 
its cure upon the gradual growth of a 
sound public opinion which shall insist 
that regard for the law and the de- 
mands of reason shall control all other 
influences and emotions in the jury 
box. Both of these evils must be re- 
moved or public discontent with the 
criminal law will centinue. 

Instances of abuse in the granting of 
injunctions in labor disputes continue to 
occur, and the resentment in the minds 
of those who feel that their rights are 
betng invaded and their liberty of ac- 
tion and of speech unwarrantably re- 
strained continues likewise to grow. 
Much of the attack on the use of the 
process of injunction is wholly without 
warrant; but I am constrained to ex- 
press the belief that for some of it there 
is Warrant. This question is becoming 
more and more one of prime importance, 
and unless the courts will themselves 
deal with it in effective manner, it is 
certain ultimately to demand some form 
of legislative action. It would be most 
unfortunate for our social welfare if we 
should permit many honest and law- 
abiding citizens to feel that they had 
just cause for regarding our courts with 
hostility. I earnestly commend to the 
attention of the Congress this matter, 
so that some way may be devised which 
will limit the abuse of injunctions and 
protect those rights which from time to 
time tt unwarrantably invades. 

Moreover, discontent is often  ex- 
pressed with the use of the process of 
injunction by the courts, not only in 
labor disputes, but where state laws 
are concerned. I refrain from discus- 
sion of this question, as I am informed 
that it will soon receive the considera- 
tion of the Supreme Court.

accidents on interstate railroads and re- 
port in detail the causes thereof. 

Such an officer should make his 
business to get into close touch with 
ratlroad operating men so as to become 
thoroughly familiar with eve-y side of 
the question, ‘the idea heing "to work 
along the lines of the present steamboat 
inspection law. ti ; 


Employer’s Liability 
Needed in Government. 


The National Government should be 
a model employer, It should demand 
the highest quality or service from 
each of its employes and it should 
care for all of them properly in re- 
turn. Congress should adopt legis- 
lation providing limited but definite 
compensation for accidents to all 
workmen within the scope of the Fed- 
eral power, including empdoyes of 
nayy Yards and arsenals. 

In other words, a model employers’ 
liability act, far-reaching and thor- 
oughgoing, should be enacted which 
should apply to all positions, public 
and private, over which the National 
Government has jurisdiction. 

The number of accidents to wage- 
workers, including those that are pre- 
ventable and those that are not, has 
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}become appalling in the mechanical, 


manufacturing and transportation

Telegraphers’ Strike 
Needed Arbitration. 


Strikes and lockouts, with their. at- 

tendant ‘loss and suffering, continue to 
increase. For the five years ending 
Dec. 31, 1905, the number of strikes was 
greater than those in any previous ten 
years and was double the number In the 
preceding five years. ‘These figures in- 
dicate the increasing need of Takege oF 
some machinery to deal with this class 
f disturbances in the interest aiike of 
the employer, the employe and the gen- 
eral public. I renew my previous rec- 
ommendation the Congress favor- 
ably consider the matter of creat- 
ing the machinery for compulsory in- 
vestigation of such industrial contro- 
versieS as are of sufficient magnitude 
and of sufficient concern to the people 
of the country as a whole to warrant 
the Federal Government in taking ac- 
ion. 

The need for some provision for such 
investigation was forcibly illustrated 
during the past summer. A strike of 
t*2#graph operators seriously interfered 
with telegraphic communication, caus- 
ing great damage to business interests 
and serious inconvenience to the gen- 
eral public. Appeals were made to me 
from many parts of the country, from 
city councils, from boards of trade, 
from chambers of commerce and from 
labor organizations, urging that steps 
be taken to terminate the strike. Every- 
thing that could with any propriety be 
done by a representative of the Gov- 
ernment was done, without avail, and 
for weeks the public stood by and suf- 
fered without recourse of any kind. 

Had the machinery existed and had 
there been authority for compulsory in- 
Vesiigation of the dispute, the. public 
would have been placed in possession of 
the merits of the controversy, and pub- 
lic Opinion would probably have brought 
about a prompt adjustment. 


Capital and Labor in 
Imporiant Movement. 


It is certain that for some time .to 
come there will be a constant increase 
absolutely, and perhaps relatively, of 
those among our citizens who dwell in 
cities or towns of some size and who 
work for wages. This means that there 
will be an ever-increasing need to con- 
sider the problems inseparable from a 
great industrial civilization. 

The relations of the capitalist and 
wageworker to one another, and of cach 
to the general public, are not always 
easy to adjust; and to put them and 
keep them/&n a satisfactory basis is one 
of the most important and one of the 
most delicate tasks before our whole 
civilization. Much of the work for the 
accomplishment of this end must be 
done by the individuals concerned thém- 
selves. 
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‘No question grow- 
ng out of our rapid 
ind complex indus- 
rial development is 
more important sete 
‘hat of’ the -employ- 
CURBED. nent of women and 

thildren. The ‘pres- 
ence of women in industry reacts with 
extreme directness upon the character 
of the home and upon family life, and 
the conditions surrounding thg@ employ- 
ment of children bear a. vital relation 
to our future citizenship. 

Our legislation in those areas under 
the control of the Congress is very 
much behind the legislation of our more 
progressive states. A thorough and 
comprehensive measure should be adopt- 
ed at this session of the Congress re- 
lating to the employment of women and 
children in the District of Columbia and 
the territories. The investigation into 
the condition of women and children 
wage-earners recently authorized and 
directed by the Congress is now being 
carried on in the various states, and I 
recommend that the appropriation made 
last year for beginning this work be 
renewed, in order that we may have the 
thorough and comprehensive investiga- 
tion which the subject demands. The 
National Government has as an uiti- 
mate resort for control of child lavor 
the use of the interstate commerce 
clause to prevent the products of child 
labor from entering into interstate com- 
meree. But before using this it ought 
certainly to enact model laws on the 
subject for the territories under its own 
immediate control. 

There is one fundamental proposition 
wWhicli can be laid down as regards all 
these matters, namely: While honesty 
by itself will not solve the problem, yet 
the insistence upon honesty—not merely 
technical honesty, but honesty in pur- 
pose and spirit—is an essential element 
in arriving at a right conclusion. 


Farmer Too Valuable 
Citizen To Be Effaced 
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When the Department

Complaints against the present meth- 
ods have continued for years and they 
are growing in volume and intensity, 
not only in this country but abroad. 


‘(Lakes and Guilf’’ Pian 
Is Given Hearty Praise. 


The couservation of. our natural re- 
sources and their proper use consttiute 
the fundamental problem which under- 
lies almost every other problem of our 
national life. We must maintain for 
our civilization the adequate material 
basis without which ihat civil‘zation 
cannot exist. We must show foresigh*, 
we must look ahead. As a nation we 
not énly enjoy a wonderful measure of 
present prosperity, but if this prosperity 
is used aright it is an earnest of future 
success such as no other nation will 
have. The reward of foresight for this 
nation is great and easily foretold. 

But there must be the look ahead. 
there must bea realisation of the fact 
that to wasie, to destroy, our natural re- 
sources, to skin and exhaust the land in- 
stead of using it so as to increase its 
usefulness, will result in undermining in 
the days of our children the very pros- 
perity which we ought by rigit to hand 
down to them amplified and developed. 
or the last few years, through several 
agencies, the Government has been en- 
deavoring to get our people to look 
ahead and to substitute a planned and 
erderly development of our resources in 
place of a haphazard striving for im- 
mediate profit. 

Our great river systems should be de- 
veloped as national water highways: the 
Mississippi, with its tributaries, stand- 
ing first in importance and the Columbia 
second, although there are many otners 
of importance on the Pacific, the At- 
lantie and the gulf slopes. The Nutional 
Governnient shculd undertake this werk, 
and I hope a beginning will be made in 
the present Congress; and the vreatest 
of all our ‘rivers, the M'ssissippi, should 
receive especial attention. Krom the 
Great Lakes to the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi there should be a deep water- 
way, with deep waterways leading from 
it to the east and west. Such a water- 
way would practically mean the exten- 
sion of our coast line. into the very heart 
of our country. It would be of incal- 
eculable benefit to our people. If begun 
at once it can be carried through in 
time appreciably to relieve the con- 
gestion of our great freight-carrying 
lines of railroads . 

The work should 
be systematically 
and continuously 
carried forward 
in accordance with 
Some well - con- 
ceived plan. The 
main streams 
should be improved to the high- 
est point of efficlency before the -im- 
provement of the branches is attempt- 
ed; and the work should be Kept free 
from every taint of recklessness or job- 
bery. The inland waterways which lie 
just back of the whole eastern and 
southern coasts should Hkewise be de- 
veloped. Moreover, the development of 
our waterways involves many other im- 
portant water problems, all of which 
should be considered as part of the same 
general scheme. 

The Government dams should be used 
to produce hundreds of thousands of 
horsepower as an incident to improving 
navigation; for the annual value of the 
unused water power of the United 
States perhaps exceeds the annual value 
of the products of all our mines. As an 
incident to creating the deep waterway 
down the Mississippi, the Government 
should build along its whole lower 
length levees which, taken together with 
the control of the headwaters, will at 
once and forever put a complete stop 
to all threats of floods in_the immensely 
fertile delta region. The territory ly- 
ing adjacent to the Mississippi along 
its lower course will thereby become 
one of the most prosperous and popu- 
lous, as it already is one. of the, most 
fertile farming regions in all the world. 
I have appointed an inland Waterways 
Commission to study and outline a. com- 
prehensive scheme of development along 
all the lines indicated. Later I shall lay 
{ts report before the Congress. 

Irrigation should be far more exten- 
sively developed than at present, not 
only in the states of the great plains and 
Rocky Mountains, but in many others, 
as, for instance, in large portions of the 
South Atlantic and Gulf States, where 
it should go hand ith hand with the 
reclamation of swamp iand. The Fed- 
eral Government should seriously de- 
vote itself to this task, realizing that 
utilization of waterways and water 
power, forestry, irrigation and the rec- 
lamation of lands threatened with over- 
flow are all interdependent parts of the 
same problem. The work of the reclama- 
tion service in déveloping the larger op- 
portunities for the western half of our 
country for irrigation is more important 
than almost any other movement. The 
constant purpose of the Government in 
connection with the reclamation service 
has been to use the water reSources 
of the public lands for the ultimate 
greatest good of the greatest number. 


Theft of Public Land 
a Hardship to Country. 


The effort of the Government to deal 
with the public land has been based up- 
on the same principle as that of the 
reclamation service. The land law sys- 
tem which was designed to meet the 
needs of the fertile and well-watered 
region of the Middle West has largely 
broken down when applied to the dryer 
regions of the great plains, the moun- 
tains and much: of the Pacific slope, 
where a far mof 160 acres is inadequate 
for self-support. In these regions the 
system lent itself to fraud, and much 
land passed out of the hands of the 
Government without passing*into the 
hands of the homemaker. The. Depart- 
ment of the Interior and the Depart- 
ment of Justice joined in prosecuting the 
offenders against the law, and they have 
accomplished - much, while where the ad- 
ministration of the law has been defec- 
tive it has been changed. But the laws 
themselves are defective.

best use. Especial attention was called 
to the prevention of settlement by the 
massage of great areas of public land 
nto the hands of a few men, and to 
the enormous waste caused by unre- 
stricted grazing upon the open range. 

he recommendations of the Public 
Lands Commission are sound, for they 
are especially in the Interest of the 
actual home-maker: and where the 
Small home-maker cannot at present 
utilize the land they provide that the 
Government shall keep contro] of it 86 
that it may not be monopolized by a 
few men. . 

Optimism is a good characteristic, but 
if carried to an excess it becomes fool- 
ishness. We are prone to speak of the 
resources of this country as inex- 
haustible; this is not so. The mineral 
wealth of the country, the coal, iron, 
oil, gas, and the Hike, does not repro- 
duce itself, and therefore is certain to 
be exhausted ultimately; and wasteful- 
ness in dealing with it today means 
that our descendants will feel the ex- 
haustion a generation or two before 
they otherwise would. But there are 
certain other forms of waste which

of timber in the United States in the 
past, and so rapidly i. the remainder 
being exhausted, that the country is 
unquestionably oh the verge of a tim- 
ber famine which will be felt in ev 
household tn the land. 
. There has already 
been a rise in the 
price of lumber, but 
there is certain to 
bé a more ravid and 
heavier rise in the 
future. ‘The present 
annual consumpfion 
of lumber is certainly three times as 
great as the annual growth, and if the 
consumption and growth continue wust- 
changed, practically all our lumber will 
be exhausted in another generation, 
while long before the limit to complete 
exhaustion is reached the growing 
scarcity will make itself felt in many 
blighting ways upon our national wel- 
fare. A big lumbering company, impa- 
tient for immediate returns and not 
caring to look far enough ahead, will 
often deliberately destroy all the good 
timber in a region, hoping afterwards 
t6 move on tuo some néw country. The 
shiftiess man of sma!l means, who does 
not eare to become an actual home- 
maker, but would like immediate profit, 
will find ft to his advantage to take up 
timber land simply to turn it over to 
such a big company, and leave it value- 
less for future settiers. 


Postal Savings Barks 
Needed in the Crisis. 


I command to the fsvorable 
eration of the Con:tress a postal sav- 
ings bank system, as recommended by 
Pestmaster-General.- ‘The primary 
ohject is to eneourage among our peo- 
ple economy and thrift and by the use 
of postal savings banks to give them 
an opport.inity to htisband their re- 
sources, psrticularly those who have 
not the facilities at hand for depositing 
their money in savings banks. 

Viewed, however, from the experience 
of the past few weeks, it is evident that 
thc aavantages of such an institution 
ure still more far-reaching. Timid de- 


positors have with@fawn their savings 
for the time being from national banks, 
trust companies atid savings banks; in- 
dividuals have hoarded@ their cash and 
the workingmen their earnings; all of 
which money has been Withheld and 
zept.in hiding or in the safe deposit 
box to the detriment of prosperity. 
Through the agency of the postal sav- 
ings banks such money would be re- 
stored to the channels of trade, to the 
mutual benefit of capital and labor. 
I further commend to tke Cofigress 
the consideration of the Postrigster- 
General’s recommendation for af. ex- 
tension of the parce! post. especially on 
the rural routes, There are now 88,215 
rural routes, serving nearly 16,000,000 peo- 
ple who do not have the advantages of 
the inhabitants of cities in obtaining 
their supplies. There recommendations 
have been drawn up to benefit ¢ 
farmer and the country st | 
otherwise, I should not favor them, 
tI believe that it is good policy 
Government to do everytning 
to aid ihe small town and the intr 
district.

elve-year-old Roy Specr of. 2714 
Rutger street died Tuesday morning at 
the City Hospital from a rare form of 
bloodpoisoning which caused the genera- 
tion of a gas in the body fatal to heart 
action. 

The boy was taken to the hospital 
Monday afternoon, delirious from an old 
compound fracture of his left leg, be- 
tween the ankle and knee. Septicaemia 
had already set in, and the physitians 
at the hospital were powerless to combat 
its course. The deadly bacilli bred in 
the poisoned wound generated the gas, 
which sperad to all parts of the child's 
body until it swelled to twice its normal 
size. At 4:45 a. m. Tuesday he died.

PITTSBURG, Dec. 3.—Twenty-five of 
the miners entombed by an explosion 01 
firedamp early Sunday night in the Nao- 
mi shaft of the United Coal Co., located 
near Fayette City, miles south o/?7 
here, had been reached by the rescuers 
this morning. All were dead and their 
bodies were burned and charred a!mos. 
beyond recognition. 

The rescuers are now hearing the end 
of the workings and they have found ne 
sign of life anywhere. 

After finding 11 bodies near the twen- 
ty-ninth entry shortly before midnight, 
the rescuers went to work with re- 
newed energy to pass the remaining 
seven entries. There are 36 entries in 
all, and until the last of them has 
been searched the full extent of th dis- 
aster will not be known. Because of 
the gas the work in the remote sections 
of the mins is greatly retarded. 


Women in a Frenzy. 

Eleven bodies were found at entry No. 
29 shortly before midnight, hut were not 
brought to the surface until this morn- 
ing, because the rescuers did not want 
to delay the search by taking them up. 

Scores of frenzied women surround the 
pit mouth, and the special detail of of- 
ficers had much trouble in keeping 
them from interfering with the work of 
the rescuers. 

A large force of physicians was hur- 
ried to the scene immediately. So far 
their services have not been needed for 
the men in the mines, but they have not 
been idle. In fact, they have been ir 
almost constant requisition on behalf 
of the rescuers, who, despite the fact 
that they work in relays only a frac- 
tion of an haur, are constantly being 
prostrated by the fumes of gas. A 
number of rescuers have been taken 
from the scene in a serious condition. 

It is feared that after all of the bodies 
are recovered many will occupy “graves 
of the unknown.”’

“Every woman who is left at home 
alone should have a gun handy and she 
should know how to use it.

HALIFAX, N. &, Dec. 3—The Ad- 
miralty office will at once begin an in- 
vestigation to place the blame, if any, 
for the wreck of the Canadian Pacific 


Line steamer, Mount Tempic, which 
struck the La Have rockbound ledges 
during a thick snowstorm early yester- 
day while bound from Antwerp to St. 
‘Johns, New Brunswick. 

The indtcations are that the Mount 
Temple will be a total loss. The rocks 
pierced the steamer’s bottom directly 
beneath the engineroom when she drift- 
ed -broadside on the ledges and the ter- 
rific pounding of the sea since she 
stranded has further damaged the bull, 
The saving of all the Mount Temple 
passengers, more than 600 in number, un- 
der conditions dangerous to the extreme, 
is regarded as a feat unexcelled in, the 
annals of marine disasters in the North 
Atlantic. 

All Passengers Saved. 

When the ship struck the rocks the 
hundreds of immigrants, .mong whom 
were more than 200 wornen and children. 
were thrown into a panic. The officers 
and crew had difficulty in making the 
foreigners understand that there was no 
immediate danger, but when daylight 
came and the storm cleared, the panic 
was over. 

When the steamer struck, the seas 
swept over her and for hours passengers 
stood waist-deep in water. All suffered 


‘Iterribly from the cold. 


As soon as order was restored, a line 
was taken ashore from the vessel and 
by means of baskets the women and 
children were transferred to the island. 
The fishing schooners Hazel Virginia 
and Guide and the tug Trust assisted 
in the rescue, together with boats from 
the mainland. Within three hovrs all 
were landed safely upon the island. The 
men passengers were taken off in {ish- 
ermen’s dories. 

The tmmigrants are of different races, 

including Austrians, Poles, Gallicians 
and Russians. The majority of them 
are bound for the Canadian Northwest, 
Ontario and Quebec.

THE MESSAGE. 

Mr. Roosevelt never has been criticised harsh- 
ly for anything that he has said in his messages 
to Congress. They have not been models of lit- 
erary expression and they have fairly bristled 
with {ll-considered recommendations and unsatind 
conclusions, but they have excited neither indig- 
nation nor alarm. 

It is worthy of note, therefore, that the message 
now in hand is apologetic—not for anything that 
he has said under similar circumstances hereto- 
fore, but for numerous speeches delivered by him 
on inofficial occasions, when he seems to have 
forgotten the position that he holds and to have 
fallen into denunciation and menace which could 
not fail to prove disquieting. 

A considerable portion of this message is de- 
voted to an obvious effort on his part to prove 
by extracts from former messages that his many 
violent preachments in all parts of the country 
did not fairly voice his official attitude, which he 
would have us believe has always been reasona- 
ble, circumspect and conservative.

cels post; a larger army and navy and extensive 
appropriations for carrying the mails by steam- 
ships to South America. 

Throughout the message there is a guarded 
criticism of courts, juries and people for their fail- 


ure to convict in all cases of national prosecution, | 


and in one instance where he proposes a modifi- 
cation of the anti-trust law—the only law that 
has reached any of the ‘“malefactors’”’ as yet—he 
suggests in a dubious way some arrangement by 
which the Government may be able to destroy a 
trust or combine without troubling the’ courts 
with the matter. 

The message is characteristic in all parts save 
those in which it is explanatory or apologetic. 
These seem to show that the events of the past 
autumn have had a chastening effect even upon 
a President unused to restraint and unacquainted 
with meditation. The rest of it is a stubborn 
repetition of wildly experimental ideas supported 
by arguments at once inconclusive and declam- 
atory.

TREATMENT OF PNEUMONIA.

Stephen Harnsberger of Catlett, Va., 
advocates the use of plenty of fresh air 
in the treatment of pneumonia, com- 
bined with the use of plenty of pure wa- 
ter, and a diet that leaves out milk and 
substitutes meat broths and other 
strengthening articles. He believes ‘hat 
this method will reduce the large mod- 
ern death rate. Rational effort is to re- 
duce asphasia. Fresh air does this, at 
the same time that it reduces fever and 
calms, nervous symptoms. Artificial 
heat should be excluded. Elimination 
by kidneys and intestines should be en- 
couraged. He does not use alcohol as a 
stimulant and believes that strychnia 
is the best heart stimulant. Ammonium 
carbonate or chloride is very useful. 
For local applications he uses hot water, 
and hot turpentine with the cotton jack- 
cet.. Strophanthus, digitalis, and nitro- 
glycerin he discards.

Love with some persons is a more or Jess glorified selfishness, 
ow the contrary, it means persistent self-sacrifice, ) 

It is always what the individual makes it for himself, and if it doesn't give 

him satisfaction he has no one else to blame any more than the cook hds when 
she samples the finished product and finds that she has put sour cream or per- 
haps merely too much salt in the chowder. 

The universal discussion of problems relating to love and marriage, affinities 
and divorce, suggests another analogy with chowder—that is, according to the 
uncient adage, that too many cooks will spoil it.

Noted Turfman Offers $2500 to 
Add to Purse for White Man 
Against Colored Fighter.

Durnell, the noted owner of race horses, 
is sad of ‘heart. No longer does the

That Durnell grieves at the lack of 
ability of the. white fighters to whip 
Johnson, was made evident recently by 
his offer to subscribe $2500 to a purse. 
“T'll &ive that sum if nine other men 
will contribute a similar amount,”’ he 
said. ‘Johnson is a great fighter, but 
I. feel certain. that Jeffries can whip 
him easily. A sweepstakes of $25,000 
added to a purse of $50,000 ought to be 
sufficient to bring Jeffries out of his 
retirement. I am willing to help in 
the matter, and will cheerfully give 
$2500 toward a prize to bring the men

“If Jeffries will not fight Johnson I’m

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—A Federal! auto- 
mobile bill, similar to the one intro- 
duced just before the close’ of the last 
Congress, will be introduced almost im- 
mediately by Congressman Cocks of 
New York, who had charge of the for- 
mer bill. The bill has the backing of 
the American Automobile Association. 
It is based on interstate traffic and 
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provides for Federal licensing of motor 
cars, ' 

These licenses are t» be in addition to 
the present State license, the only 
change being that after an owner has 
taken out a license in his o#tn State he 
can tour in any other State by obtain- 
ing a Federal license. Under present 
conditions, a car must be licensed in 
all States in which it travels, some of 
the States not even giving one day's 
grace for an owner from another State 
to obtain a license.

FIGHTS FOR HARMONY 





President Zink Has Plans for 
an Improved Organi- 
zation. 





The St. Louis courtrooms will soon be 
ringing with the battle of the kettle- 
drums that just now is routing har 
mony from the Orpheus Musical So- 
ciety. A replevin suit to recover a 
quantity of musical apparatus, said to 
have been removed from the hall of the 
organization without consent, will be 
heard before Justice Spaulding on Dec. 
23, and President William Zink now 
threatens to bring suit against Treas- 
urer Walter Stein unless the latter at 
once turn over to the society about $200, 
which, it is claimed by the former, was 
collected at the last concert. 

The society at present is divided into 
two factions, one captained by Presi- 
dent. Zink, the other by Herbert Stein, 
organizer of the club and at present its 
music master. 

Trouble Comes. With New Plans. 

The battle was first declared a year 
ago, when Mr. Zink was chosen presi- 
dent of the society. Up to that time 
the organization had been traveling its 
modest way in peace. But President 
Zink thought it should strike a more 
ambitious pace. He planned to develop 
it and with the execution of his plans 
the trouble began.

FOREIGNERS WHO ADDED 
TO MONEY PANIC GO HOME 





Laborers Have Sent $3,500,000 Every Year 


From St.. Louis 


and Suburbs and Are 


Now Being Discharged Because 
of Stringency 





Hundreds of foreign workmen in St. 
Louis and suburbs who have been dis- 
charged 9n account of the financial 
stringency are departing for their na- 
tive countries. The agents of every 
steamship company in St. Louis are 
overwhelmed with demands for steerage 
transportation. Italians, Poles, Bulgari- 
ans, Roumanians, Jews and other for- 
eigners are leaving as rapidly as they 
can procure transportation. The exodus 
is general from St. Louis, East St. 
Louis, Granite City, Madison and Ven- 
ice. 


It Is estimated that foreigners send 
to Europe from St. Louis, East St. Louis 
and Granite City approximately $3,300,- 
000 every year, very little of which ever 
returns to thié county. This large vol- 
ume of money, withdrawn from circula- 
tion, has added, the manufacturers say, 
to the financial complications which 
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have been so harmful 
throughout the country. 
Many Walt for Ships, 

Loca! steamship agents have heen no- 
tified not to sell tickets for passage un- 
der eight days from date, as something 
like 50,000 foreigners are now in New 
York to embark for home, and every 
European-bound ship is crowded with 
passengers. A local agent estimates 
that 3500 foreigners have already de- 
parted from St. Louis, and that thou- 
sands of others would have gone if they 
could have procured transportation facil. 
ities, Tickets are being sold ag fast as 
the steamships can take the passengers. 
Many of the foreigners are leaving in 
groups.

Italians and Poles are departing in 
greatest numbers. The cessation of 
work on street and steam railroads 
resulted-in thousands of. Italians being 


kft without employment. The Poles 
employed in packing houses and fac- 
tories are being laid off in large num- 
pers, and they are losing no time in 
getting home. In nearly all instances 
the foreigners were the first to be dis- 
charged by the factories and indus- 
tries. Preference was shown generally 
to native Americans in the retention of 


full capacity. 

When the foreigners realized that 
there was scant opportunity of finding 
employment during the winter months 
they began to leave in large numbers. 

Money Order Sales Heavy. 
The Money Order Department of ‘the 


St. Louls Postoffice estimates its sales 


of money orders on foreign postoffices 
at $2000 a day. In a year the money 
order busines amounts to $730,000, This, 
it is estimated, is not more than one- 
fourth of the money sent to foreign 
countries by bank exchange and regis- 
tered letter. 

The East™St. Louis Pestoffice sells 
about $2500 worth of money orders on 
foreign offices every week, and the 
banks and registered letters are th2 
means by which probably $7500 more 
each week is transmitted to foreign 
countires. 

“Every steamship sailing from Amer- 
ica to Europe is crowded with foreign- 
ers returning home,” said A. Graber, a 
steamship ticket agent at 712 Carr street. 
“Accommodations are all sold out for 
more than a week ahead. The foreigners 
are leaving here in bunches because 
yvork has been suspended.

The local grain exchange Monday fre- 
sembled a prayer meeting in its quiet- 
ness, sales being few and far between 
and restricted to a small volume. The 
news was mostly bearish and the situa- 
tion generally weak, though a some- 
what steadier tone prevuiled towards the 
end, and the close was ‘6c to_iige lower 
for ihe day. Liverpool cab.ies on wheat 
closed 1544 to 2%d lower. Paris closed 
4c to 4c lower on wheat and ic iower 
on tlour, Antwerp wheat ciosed %c low- 
er, Berlin wheat 14c lower and Buda- 
pest wheat ‘sc lower. Bradstreet re- 
ports an in¢rease of 2,100,000 bu wheat in 
the United States and Canada, an in- 
crease of 500,000 bu in wheat in Europe 
and afloat and a total increase of 2,600,- 
000 bu in the world’s visible supply of 
wheat, the latter comparing with a de- 
crease of 219,000 bu at the same time 
last year. 

Trading was very light at the start, 
and under some scattered selling, in- 
duced by the weak cables, stagnant ex- 
port demand, bearish Kansas crop re- 
port and continued liberal Northwestern 
receipts, prices epened. easier and de- 
clined about %c to %e early in the day. 
The light deliveries and stecks of De- 
cember wheat again caused some rela- 
tive steadiness in that option, which, 
however, was only fainly reflected in 
the distant months, and all options later 
ranged at lower levels. Local receipts 
continue very small and supplies here 
are still showing slight decreases. The 
financial troubles have spread te Europe 
and are advanced as the reason for the 
very poor foreign demand. The world’s 
visible was generally expected to show 
a good increase, this encouraging the 
selling, and the flour business at Minne- 
apolis was extremely dull, the cash de- 
mand at that point also weakening. 
Fpreign crop conditions were reported 
to be more hopeful and the steck market 
was quiet and easy. 

The late market continued very quiet 
and May option, in which the bulk of 
the business was transacted, recovering 
a fraction from the low point, moved 
slowly under an indifferent trade.

Total receipts of wheat at all Western 
primary markets were 1,578,114 _ bu, 
against 1,161,285 bu last year, and ship- 
ments were 781,688 bu, against 1,861,- 
000 bu last year. Chicago received 29, . 
400 bu wheat and Kansas City 
bu. Local receipts of wheat were 10,- 
855 bu, against 41,9456 bu last year, and 
shipments were 84,070 bu. Clearances of 
ba wt and flour fer the day were 709,- 

u. 

Trading corn was light, the market 
quiet, and prices moved sluggishly. 
Cables on corn closed 4d lower, and 
the opening here in sympathy with 
wheat, and the cold weather, was 1-16 
to %ec lower. Further decreases were 
made in the already very light stocks. 
which with the continued moderate 
movement, and small deliveries caused 
a quite good demand. Following the 
initial break prices ruled steady dur- 
ing most of the season and closed un- 
changed to 4% @%c higher for the 
day. The wore visible supply of 
corn decreased 685,000 bu, compared 
With a decrease of 290,000 bu § tiast 
year. 

The caBh demand for corn was 
slow, offerings very light, and prices 
a shade easier. Primary receipts of 
corn were $35,215 bu, against 346,426 
bu last year, and roy eg en were 333,- 
972 bu, against 328.009 bu last year. 
Local receipts of corn were 14,825 bu, 
against 33,360 bu last year and ship- 
ments were 26,165 bu. Corn clearances
